To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of 
the  City  and  County  Borough  of  Canterbury. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  forty-ninth 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  City  for  the  year  ended 
the  31st  December,  1925,  together  with  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Population. — The  population  of  Canterbury  at  the  last 
Census,  viz.,  1921,  was  23,738.  Estimated  to  the  30th  June, 
1925,  24,300;  increase,  562.  Estimated  to  the  30th  June, 
1924,  24,080.  Increase  on  last  year,  220. 

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  the 
year  1925  was  414;  decrease,  70,  ,213  of  which  were  male 
and  20/ female,  including  12  illegitimate  births;  decrease, 
5 — viz.,  4 males  and  8 females.  There  were  13  inward 
transfers,  3 males  and  10  females  and  36  outward  transfers, 
23  males  and  13  females,  making  the  nett  number  of  births 
391,  viz.,  193  males  and  198  females. 

Birth  Rate. — The  nett  birth  rate  of  the  estimated 
population  to  the  30th  June,  1925,  viz.,  24,300,  would  be 
16  08  per  1,000.  The  average  birth  rate  for  the  past  five 
years  is  18'67  per  1,000.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  18  3 per  1,000.  For  157  smaller  towns,  populations 
from  20,000  to  50,000,  is  18'3  per  1,000.  Nett  increase  of 
births  over  deaths,  71. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the 
year  1925  was  383,  increase  26,  195  males  and  188  females. 
There  were  9 inward  transfers,  4 males  and  5 females  and 
72  outward  transfers,  40  males  and  32  females,  making  a 
nett  number  of  deaths  of  320,  159  males  and  161  females. 

Death  Rate. — The  nett  death  rate  for  the  year  1925, 
estimated  to  the  30th  June,  1925,  viz.,  24,300,  is  13  07  per 
1,000.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12'2 
of  the  total  population.

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Infantile  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  registered 
under  1 year  of  age  was  25,  18  males  and  7 females,  including 
3 outward  transfers,  excluding  these  22.

Influenza  caused  11  deaths,  6 males  and  5 females, 
increase  6 ; 1 of  2 and  under  5,  1 of  15  and  under  25,  2 of  25 
and  under  45,  2 of  45  and  under  65,  and  5 of  65  years  of  age 
and  upwards.  Influenza  was  epidemic  during  January. 


Rheumatic  Fever  caused  3 deaths,  2 males  and 
1 female,  1 of  5 and  under  15,  1 an  outward  transfer  of  15 
and  under  25,  and  1 of  45  and  under  65  years  of  age. 

Meningitis  caused  1 soldier’s  death,  aged  20  ; decrease

Cancer  (Malignant  Disease)  caused  52  deaths,  22  males 
and  30  females,  including  7 outward  transfers  ; increase  9 ; 
1924,  43;  1923,  52;  1922,  36;  1921,  44;  average  for 

5 years,  45.  There  is  no  evidence  of  decline  in  the  death 
rate  for  Cancer,  but  there  is  hope  for  the  future  as  the 
cause  of  this  much  dreaded  disease  has  been  discovered, 
and  it  is  up  to  lyocal  Authorities  to  impart  knowledge 
of  the  early  signs  and  symptoms  of  cancer  to  the  pop- 
ulation, and  I think  pamphlets  might  be  distributed. 
This  information  will  enable  the  populace  to  more  readily 
consult  a medical  man  and  so  obtain  immediate  surgical 
treatment  if  necessary.  Cancer  is  a local  disease  at  first 
and  curable  if  it  can  be  removed  before  it  gets  into  the 
system. 

Organic  Heart  Disease  caused  55  deaths  ; increase  15, 
26  male  and  29  female,  including  2 outward  transfers,  1 of  5 
and  under  15,  7 of  25  and  under  45,  14  of  45  and  under  65, 
and  33  of  65  years  of  age  and  upwards.

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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  392  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
notified  ; 220  of  these  cases  notified  were  due  to  Chicken 
Pox. 

Scarlet  Fever — 1 16  cases  were  notified  ; 109  of  these  were 
treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  7 cases  were  treated  at 
home.  Scarlet  Fever  was  epidemic  during  the  last  quarter  of  the 
year,  when  70  cases  were  notified.  The  Infectious  Disease 
Nurse  was  put  on  specially  to  look  after  the  cases  treated  at 
home.  There  were  no  deaths  and  no  return  cases. 

Diphtheria — 3 cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and 
1 contact  case  quite  well  with  a Nasal  Discharge  which 
proved  positive  on  a swab  being  taken.  All  the  cases  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital ; there  were  no  deaths. 
The  early  notification  of  this  disease  with  prompt  removal, 
and  the  injection  of  Anti-Diphtheritic  serum  in  larger  doses 
than  formerly,  accounts  for  the  great  reduction  of  this  disease 
in  the  past  six  years. 

Enteric  Fever — 2 cases  were  notified,  1 of  which  was 
a case  of  Para-Typhoid.  There  were  no  deaths.  To  the 
pure  water  supply  is  due  the  fall  of  this  disease  in  the  past 
five  years,  fewer  surface  water  wells  being  in  use. 

Small  Pox — There  were  no  cases  notified  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  record  that  there  was  no  outbreak.  The  disease 
is  quite  harmless  to  people  who  have  been  vaccinated  and 
re-vaccinated.  In  1917  there  were  only  7 cases  notified  in 
England ; for  1925,  5,385  ; this  increase  is  largely  due  to  the 
neglect  of  vaccination  and  re-vaccination.  The  vaccination 
Officer  for  Canterbury  has  been  good  enough  to  furnish  me 
with  his  return  for  1925,  viz.,  141  Primary  vaccinations  and 
5 re-vaccinations,  so  273  children  have  escaped  vaccination, 
which  is  a serious  matter  in  case  of  an  epidemic  of  Small 
Pox. 

Puerperal  Fever — 2 cases  notified,  one  a Canterbury  case 
refusing  to  go  into  the  Hospital  and  died  ; the  second  case 
came  from  Staple  into  the  Hospital  and  recovered.  Early 
notification  and  removal  at  once  to  the  Hospital  is  the  best 
chance  of  recovery. 

Erysipelas — 12  cases  were  notified  with  1 death,  an 
outward  transfer,  female  17  months. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

Total  Deaths  of  Notifiable  Diseases  (other  than 
Tuberculosis) — Pneumonia,  13  ; Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis, 
4 ; Puerperal  Fever,  1 ; Erysipelas,  1 . The  Zymotic  Death 
Rate  was  0‘7  per  1,000. 
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Pneumonia — 35  cases  were  notified.  The  increase  of 
notification  in  this  disease  is  due  to  the  Practitioners 
recognising  the  necessity  of  notifying  these  cases.  There 
were  13  deaths,  8 males  and  5 females  ; 6 out  of  these  were 
under  1 year  of  age. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis — 1 case  notified  (a  soldier), 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  recovered. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica  (Sleeping  Sickness) — No  case 
notified. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) — 
One  case  notified  ; removed  to  Hospital  and  recovered. 

Malaria— No  case  notified. 

Trench  Fever  and  Dysentery — No  case  notified. 

Chicken  Pox — 220  cases  notified,  116  males  and  104 
females  ; epidemic  in  the  first  six  months. 

NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Measles  was  epidemic  in  the  last  three  months ; no 
fatal  case  occurred  up  to  the  31st  of  December. 

Whodping  Cough — Caused  5 deaths,  3 males  and  2 
females.  This  is  a very  fatal  disease  in  young  children  from 
its  complications,  viz.  Bronchitis  and  Pnevunonia.  The  Health 
Visitor  visits  children  up  to  school  age.  The  Infectious 
Diseases,  Nurse  visits  children  of  5 and  upwards  and  gives 
advice  as  to  isolation  and  attendance  at  school  of  contacts.

Secretary’s  Report  (Canterbury  Branch). 

The  Branch  had  a successful  Winter,  and  the  Committee 
met  eight  times.  A grant  of  £2S  was  received  from  the  Cit}^ 
Council  and  the  Committee  decided  to  spend  this  by  having 
a whole  week  programme.  The  success  of  this  was  evident 
from  the  numbers  of  both  sexes  that  attended.  Lectures, 
films,  etc.,  to  suit  all  kinds  of  audiences  were  shown. 
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NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS  AND 

OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  FOR  THE 

DISTRICT. 

1.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

{a)  General  Nursing.  The  Canterbury  Nursing  Asso- 
ciation connected  with  the  Kent  and  Canterbury 
Hospital  supplied  twelve  private  nurses  for  the 
City  and  County  and  two  district  nurses  working 
in  the  town.  These  are  financed  by  voluntary 
subscribers,  Town  Council  and  by  contributions 
from  patients  and  local  societies.  The  District 
Nurses  paid  8,813  Visits  in  1925. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases.  A part-time  nurse  is  employed 

from  the  district  nurses  by  the  Town  Council,  in 
cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  of  school  age 
and  by  the  Health  Visitor  in  children  under  5 years 
of  age.  During  the  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  a 
special  nurse  was  employed.

The  Small-Pox  Hospital  provides  (fortunately  not 
required)  for  8 patients. 

Ambulance  Facilities — A motor  ambulance  is  kept 
at  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital  and  presented  by  the 
Propaganda  Committee,  is  used  to  convey  patients  to  and 
from  the  Hospital  and  Infirmary,  small  fees  being  charged. 

Shelters — Two  Revolving  Shelters  are  maintained  in 
the  Infirmary  Grounds  for  2 male  and  2 female  patients,  and 
an  Ambulance  is  kept  for  Infectious  cases  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Daboratory  Work,  Pathological  and  Bacteriological 
Examinations  for  Diphtheria  and  Tubercle  Baccilli  are  carried 
out  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Authority  at  Maidstone. 
Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is  issued  to  Practitioners  as  required. 

There  is  also  Woodville  Homes  for  Destitute  Orphans, 
Neglected  or  Homeless  Children  and  a Private  Nursing  Home 
at  Ethelbert  Road. 

Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital — 116  beds;  always 
open. 

Poor  Daw  Infirmary — 120  beds,  including  2 shelters 
of  4 beds  and  2 Maternity  wards,  2 beds  each.

Ambulance  Facilities  : Motor  Ambulance  for  non- 
infectious  cases,  accidents  and  emergencies  at  the  Hospital. 
Horse  Ambulance  for  infectious  cases  at  the  vSanatorium. 

Isolation  Hospital — P'ordwich  Dane,  where  there  are 
40  beds  for  infectious  cases. 

Woodville  Home  for  60  children,  30  males  and  30 
females,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Guardians  for  Orphans, 
Destitute,  Neglected  and  Homeless  Children. 
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Laboratory  Work — All  specimens  are  examined  free 
of  charge  in  the  Kent  Council  Laboratory  at  Maidstone. 
Anti-Diphtheritic  serum  is  supplied  to  the  doctors  and 
sputum  bottle  specimens  are  examined  free. 

Private  Nursing  Homes — Situated  one  at  4 Ethelbert 
Road  and  one  at  Beverley  Road. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT. 

438  births  were  notified,  a decrease  of  57  notifications 
on  last  year,  viz.,  216  males  and  222  females,  including  13 
stillborn  births,  4 males  and  9 females.  379  cases  were 
notified  by  the  Midwives  ; 30  cases  by  the  Doctors  and  29 
cases  by  the  parents.  Doctors  were  called  to  51  cases  by 
the  Midwives. 

Mid  wives’  Act — As  the  Inspector  appointed  under  this 
Act,  I have  made  two  half-yearly  inspections  of  the  Midwives’ 
Homes,  Records,  Equipment  and  Bags  and  found  them  all 
satisfactory.  I made  two  ofiicial  visits  to  the  Maternity 
Home  and  found  everything  clean  and  in  order.  The  Home 
is  a model  one  and  well  arranged.  The  patients  expressed 
themselves  as  being  most  comfortable  and  well  cared 
for  during  their  stay.  The  babies  looked  fiourishing.  The 
Matron  and  Nurses  are  enthusiastic  in  their  work.  Infants 
all  breast  fed.  No  case  of  Puerperal  Sepsis  or  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  reported. 

Midwives,  Supervision  of — There  are  9 registered 
midwives  resident  in  the  Borough  all  of  whom  are  certificated; 
3 attached  to  Maternity  Hostel ; 1 to  the  Barracks  ; 2 to 
the  Infirmary  and  3 practising  in  the  city.

Situated  in  the  Northgate  Church.  I am  very  pleased 
to  say  that  the  Town  Council  have  purchased  the  Poor 
Priests’  Hospital  and  are  adapting  it  for  a Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre  with  a Doctor’s  room  and  all  the 
office^  required  to  carry  on  the  work  under  proper 
conditions. 

The  clinic  is  open  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  at  2 p.m. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  on  Thursday  afternoons 
to  examine  the  infants  and  advise  the  mothers.

Yearly  Report  of  Health  Visitor  for  year  ended  31st  December,  1925. 
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HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  1909. 

Year  1925. 


The  number  of  inspections  made  during  the  year,  under 
the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  was  107. 
Of  these,  in  the  case  of  six  houses,  closing  orders  were  made 
after  representations  had  been  made  by.  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector  that  the  houses  were  in 
such  a condition  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

The  most  serious  defects  in  properties  within  the  City 
area  is  defective  drainage,  damp  walls,  want  of  light  and 
ventilation,  paving  to  yard,  food-stores,  and  insufficient 
closet  accommodation. 

Three  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year. 

There  is  an  acute  shortage  of  houses  to  let,  especially 
of  three  or  four  bedrooms,  although  on  the  whole,  somewhat 
better  than  a year  ago. 

The  question  of  providing  more  houses  for  the  working 
class  in  a city  where  rent  is  so  cheap  and  cannot  be  increased 
without  hardship  to  the  people  it  is  intended  to  benefit,  is 
a very  serious  question. 

Assistance  to  Private  Enterprise. 

The  Council  have  decided  that,  with  a view  of  assisting 
and  encouraging  the  erection  of  houses  by  private  enterprise, 
a subsidy  of  ^^100  be  granted  for  each  house  falling  within 
the  prescribed  type  and  measurement,  and  erected  under 
the  conditions  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health — such 
subsidy  to  be  available  for  any  site  within  the  Canterbury 
area. 

During  the  year  several  reports  were  considered  by  the 
City  Council,  and  I am  pleased  to  state  that  31  new  houses 
vKTe  built  during  that  time.  Of  these,  23  were  built  with 
State  assistance. 


The  City  Surveyor  has  kindly  forwarded  a short  report 
on  the  position  in  regard  to  houses  being  built  or  proposed 
to  be  built  by  the  Council,  viz.  : — 

Forty  Acres  Site. 

“The  estate  is  laid  out  on  a well-drained  and  healthy 
site,  with  a housing  density  of  twelve  to  one  acre. 
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The  first  contract  for  six  houses  of  the  B1  type  and  four 
of  the  Al  and  2 type  were  commenced  in  June  and  finished 
and  handed  over  in  December. 

The  B1  type  house  is  built  of  11"  hollow  brick  walls  and 
the  roof  covered  with  “ Courtrai  ” pattern  tiles.  The 
accommodation  comprises  a Living  room,  Parlour,  Scullery 
Coals  and  Larder  and  on  the  first  floor  a large  and 
two  smaller  Bedrooms,  together  with  a very  nicely  fitted 
bathroom  with  geyser  for  hot  water,  also  w.c.  Over  the 
head  of  stairs  is  placed  a linen  cupboard.  Electric  light  is 
laid  on  to  each  room  and  shades  and  lamps  fitted.  A gas 
point  is  provided  in  Scullery,  in  case  the  occupier  prefers 
using  gas  cooker  to  the  “ Interoven  ” which  is  placed 
in  the  Living  room. 

The  Al  and  A2  type  cottages  are  built  in  a block  of 
four,  with  11"  hollow  brick  walls  and  the  roofs  covered  with 
slates.  The  accommodation  comprises  a commodious 
Living  room.  Sculler}^  Bath-room  (fitted  with  coal  fired 
copper  for  hot  water),  w.c..  Larder  and  Coals,  and  on  the 
first  floor  in  the  Al  type,  two  Bedrooms  and  in  the  A2  type, 
three  Bedrooms.  Electric  light  is  laid  on  to  all  rooms. 

The  second  contract  provides  for  a similar  number  of 
houses,  namely  six  B1  type  and  two  Al  and  two  A2  t^-pe. 
The  work  on  these  is  now  well  advanced. 

The  third  contract  is  now  being  tendered  for,  and 
includes  a further  twenty  B1  type,  together  with  a single 
pair  of  Al  type. 

St.  IMartin's  Hill  Site. 

This  site  is  beautifully  situated,  on  high,  healthy  ground, 
and  with  a sub-soil  of  gravel.  The  lay-out  provides  for 
60  cottages  with  the  back  land  utilised  for  a recreating  .space 
to  serve  the  inhabitants  of  the  houses  and  those  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood. Tenders  are  now  being  obtained  for  these. 

The  type  of  cottage,  known  as  the  SBl,  is  proposed  to 
be  constructed  of  9"  hollow  walls,  consisting  of  two  3"  blocks 
with  a 3"  cavity.  The  external  face  is  to  be  rough-casted, 
with  varying  tints,  and  the  roofs  covered  with  “ Courtrai  ” 
Pattern  tiles. 

As  to  accommodation,  it  provides  for  a large  Living 
room.  Parlour  (or  Bedroom),  Scullery,  Bathroom  and  w.c., 
Larder  and  Coals,  and  on  the  first  floor,  two  Bedrooms, 
together  with  a small  Boxrooni.  A gas  copper  is  suggested 
in  the  Scullery,  which  may  be  utilised  for  hot  water  for  bath 
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as  well  as  for  washing  soiled  linen.  Electric  lighting 
is  provided  in  each  room.  A fair  sized  garden  to  each 
cottage  is  also  being  provided.”

SCHOOL  INSPECTION. 


The  School  Medical  Officer  has  kindly  forwarded  me  his 
Annual  Report  (1)  on  the  examination  of  entrants,  leavers 
and  intermediates ; (2)  on  the  Re-inspection  to  see  what  action 
the  parents  have  taken  to  remedy  the  defects  ; (3)  the 
examination  of  the  buildings,  sanitary  arrangements,  etc., 
with  the  assistance  and  advice  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
I wish  to  thank  Dr.  Robinson  for  the  great  assistance  he 
rendered  me  during  the  epidemic  of  Measles  and  Scarlet 
Fever.  His  co-operation  has  helped  to  check  the  spread  of 
these  diseases  among  the  children. 

There  are  3,103  children  on  the  School  Books  (a  decrease 
of  328)  ; 884  of  these  were  medically  examined,  497  were 
perfectly  sound  and  387  had  one  or  more  defects.  S. 
Mildred's,  S.  Dunstan’s  and  the  City  Council  Infants’  School 
were  closed  for  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  School  Nurses  carry  out  the  whole  of  the 
preparations  in  connection  with  the  Inspection,  assist  the 
Medical  Officer  with  examinations  of  the  children,  the  Eye 
Specialist  in  case  of  defective  vision,  the  Orthopoedic  Surgeon 
in  the  case  of  cripplied  children  and  Tuberculosis  Officer  in 
children  to  the  Dispensary. 

The  School  Clinic  is  opened  daily  for  minor  ailments. 
539  children  were  treated  ; 50  children  were  under  observa- 
tion for  malnutrition  ; Dental  disease,  234,  only  23  treated, 
A Dental  Surgeon  has  been  appointed  and  attends  twice  a 
week.  ' 

Skin  Diseases. — Ringworm,  10  cases  treated  ; Scabies, 
7 ; Impetigo,  33  ; uncleanly  and  verminous  condition,  139  ; 
17  cleaned  under  arrangements  made  by  the  local  Education 
Authority  with  the  Canterbury  Guardians  ; 2 Pulmonary 
and  10  Non-Pulmonary  cases  treated  at  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Matron  and  Nurses  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  for  the  splendid  work  they  put  in  during  the  Scarlet 
Fever  epidemic,  when  there  were  38  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
under  treatment  at  one  time.  All  the  109  cases  treated  in 
the  Sanatorium  did  well. 
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In  conclusion  I again  have  the  pleasure  in  recording 
a low  death  rate,  viz.,  13'07  per  1,000,  against  12'9  per  1,000 
in  1924.  The  increase  in  1925  was  caused  chiefly  by  deaths 
from  Influenza,  Bronchitis  and  Senility. 

The  Infant  Mortality  of  22  compared  with  21  in  1924, 
and  the  rate  per  1,000  births,  56,  compared  with  47  in  1924. 
The  increase  was  due  chiefly  to  a very  low  birth  rate  and 
Infantile  deaths  from  Pneumonia. 

The  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Depart- 
ment continues  to  expand,  thanks  to  the  good  work  given  by 
the  Health  Visitor. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  continuous  support.  I have  also  to  acknowledge 
the  help  and  co-operation  of  my  colleagues  in  other  depart- 
ments and  my  indebtedness  to  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  especiall}'^  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  without  whose 
aid  it  would  be  mpossible  to  carry  on.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  my  report  and 
tabular  statements  of  the  Sanitar>^  Work  carried  out  in  the 
City  during  the  year  1925. 

I desire  to  tender  my  best  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  support  during  the  3'ear,  also  to  the  Officials 
of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  advice  in  carrying  out  the 
various  duties  of  a Sanitar}'^  Inspector. 

The  duties  carried  out  in  the  Public  Health  Department 
are  increasing  from  year  to  year  ; at  the  present  time  they 
comprise  : — 

Inspection  of  Dwelling-houses,  Schools,  Theatres,  Public 
Halls  ; Slaughter  Houses  and  Food  Depots  ; Factories, 
Workshops,  Bakehouses,  Work-places  and  Outworkers’ 
Premises  ; Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  ; Offensive 
Trades ; Common  Lodging  Houses ; Disinfection  of 
premises  and  bedding  after  cases  of  infectious  disease  ; 
Procuring  of  samples  of  water,  foods  and  drugs  ; Super- 
vision of  repairs  necessary  to  abate  nuisances ; 
Examination  of  premises  on  complaint  of  being  vermin 
infested. 

Thirteen  Statutory  and  268  Preliminary  Notices  were 
served  to  abate  Nuisances.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  such  a 
large  amount  of  the  work  carried  out  (95  per  cent.)  with- 
out the  necessity  of  serving  .Statutory  Notices. 

The  work  of  providing  W.C.  pans  with  hand-pulled 
flushing  cisterns  has  proceeded  steadily  throughout  the  year 
160  new  waste  water  preventers  being  provided  and  fixed. 
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Ten  prosecutions  were  taken  before  the  Justices  during 
the  year,  viz. : —

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


Canterbury  is  a County  Borough,  built  on  the  banks  of 
the  River  Stour,  in  the  County  of  Kent.  The  City  stands  on 
the  chalk  formation,  while  near  the  Northern  Boundary  may 
be  found  the  border  of  the  London  clay. 

The  Corporation  of  the  City  are  responsible  for  the 
sanitary  administration  of  the  district. 
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DRAINAGE. 

The  sewerage  of  the  City  is  mainly  on  the  combined 
water  carriage  system,  while  some  parts  of  the  Central  portion 
have  separate  surface-water  and  foul  drains. 

The  main  outfall  of  the  foul  sewers  runs  along  Broadoak 
Road  to  the  Irrigation  Works,  near  the  eastern  boundary  of 
the  City  ; the  works  are  erected  on  the  “ Filter  ” system, 
the  effluent  being  discharged  into  the  River  Stour,  the  works 
being  under  the  efficient  supervision  of  the  Irrigation  and 
vScavanging  Committee;  (Manager,  Mr.  C.  Terry). 

The  surface  water  discharges  into  the  River  Stour,  at 
various  points,  during  its  course  through  the  Council’s  area. 

The  houses  within  the  City  area,  with  very  few 
exceptions  at  the  outlying  farms  and  cottages,  are  connected 
with  the  main  drainage  system. 

Water-closets,  connected  to  the  Public  Sewers,  are 
provided  in  nearly  every  house  in  the  City  Area ; the

SCAVENGING. 

House  refuse  collection  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Engineer’s  Department,  and  is  collected  from  all  districts 
three  times  a week. 

Two  electric  automatic  tip-waggons  have  been  purchased 
for  this  work  ; the  refuse  on  arrival  at  the  works  is  sorted 
and  burned  almost  immediately. 

The  present  condition  of  the  receptacles  for  storage  of 
refuse  matter  is  very  undesirable. 

Each  house  should  be  provided  with  a moveable 
receptacle,  of  reasonable  size  and  construction,  with  proper 
cover. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  Canterbury  area  is  very  free  from  smoke  pollution, 
owing  to  the  small  number  of  factories  in  the  district. 

One  owner  of  a Factory  was  cautioned,  in  respect  to  the 
large  amount  of  smoke  issuing  from  chimney.  A larger 
boiler  was  in-stalled  and  the  chimney  raised  20  feet ; also 
coke  is  now  used  instead  of  coal. 
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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Number  on  Register,  three.  These  are  re-registered 
yearly.  Minimum  cubic  space  per  Adult — 350  cubic  feet. 
The  yearly  consideration  by  the  Local  Authority  tends  and 
keeps  the  premises  in  good  order  as  to  repair  and  conduct.

Many  acres  of  land,  in  the  lower  part  of  the  City,  are  for 

sale. 

These  sites  are  well  adapted  for  factories,  being  near  the 
River  Stour,  railway  and  main  road. 

Water  on  these  sites  may  be  obtained  from  wells  or  the 
“ Public  Supply,”  while  the  drainage  may  be  easily  adapted 
to  the  public  sewers.

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INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 


533  inspections  of  Slaughterhouses  and  Food  Depots 
were  made  during  the  year  1925. 

The  inspections  of  Food  Stuffs  has  engaged  a large  part 
of  your  Inspector’s  time,  it  having  been  decided  to  sell  part 
of  the  diseased  meat  for  purposes  other  than  human  food. 
The  meat  is  cut  and  treated  with  carbolic  fluid  before  being 
sold.  Nearly  the  whole  of  the  offals  condemned  are 
destroyed  in  the  Council’s  destructor. 

Number  of  visits  in  which  unsound  or  diseased  food  was 
dealt  with,  309.  Amount  surrendered  and  destroyed,  6,482. 

In  dealing  with  diseased  carcases,  the  recommendations 
of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Meat  are  carefully 
considered  in  each  case. 

The  Insurance  scheme  seems  to  be  carried  on  with  a good 
deal  of  success  in  the  Canterbury  area,  and  is  worked  entirely 
by  the  butchers,  which,  I think,  is  most  satisfactory'  to  all 
concerned  in  the  question  of  meat  inspection  and  con- 
demnation.

The  Council’s  Byelaws  for  the  Control  of  Slaughterhouses 
were  sanctioned  in  1866.  The  Model  Byelaws  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  have  now  been  recommended  for  approval.  Clause 
9A  being  adopted. 

One  .Seizure  was  made  of  diseased  meat,  upon  being 
reported  to  the  Council  it  was  decided  to  prosecute.  A Con- 
viction was  obtained. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1925. 

The  Council,  upon  a report  under  these  Regulations, 
decided  to  make  a yearly  grant  of  ^^26  towards  the  upkeep 
of  a motor-cycle  for  the  Inspector  to  carry  out  this  work. 

I am  pleased  to  record  an  increase  of  229  Inspections  to 
Slaughterhouses  during  the  year  1925  over  1924. 

The  Meat  Traders  generally  have  endeavoured  to  carry 
out  the  Regulations,  both  as  to  giving  the  Notices  required 
and  the  storage  of  Meat  and  Food  Stuffs. 

The  exposing  of  Meat  for  sale,  behind  weU-ventilated 
glass  fronts  is  not  only  approved  by  the  Public,  but  the  Meat 
Traders  are  generally  of  opinion  this  is  the  best  method  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations. 

One  Prosecution  was  instituted,  against  a Meat  Trader, 
under  the  Regulations. 

Bacon  was  exposed  in  an  open  window,  five  feet 
six  inches  from  roadway  and  abutting  the  footway  ; also 
hams  were  hung  on  a rail  outside  shop  front. 

The  summons  was  dismissed.

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REMOVAL  OF  PATIENTS  TO  HOSPITAL  AND 
DISINFECTION. 

A Brougham  Ambulance  is  provided  for  removal  of 
infected  patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Rooms  are  disinfected  by  Formaldehyde  Spraying  ; then 
Formalin  is  vaporised. 

The  Disinfecting  Apparatus  is  situated  at  the  Guardian’s 
Institute,  in  which  a Manlove-Alliott  Steam  Disinfector  is 
provided  for  disinfection  or  disinfestation  of  bedding,  etc. 
The  arrangement  has  worked  most  satisfactorily  during  the 
year. 

The  infected  articles  are  removed,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Sanitar}^  Inspector,  in  a covered  iron  cart,  and  placed 
in  the  Disinfector,  the  Guardians  making  an  hourly  charge 
for  use  of  the  apparatus.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  public  water  supply  is  supplied  by  a Public 
Company  who  have  extensive  water  works  at  Wincheap. 
The  water  is  derived  from  the  chalk  at  a depth  of  about  500 
feet ; the  water  is  passed  through  a softening  process,  then 
pumped  to  the  service  reservoir  at  St.  Thomas’  Hill. 

There  is  a constant  supply  at  high  pressure  throughout 
the  Borough. 

The  Canterbury  Gas  and  Water  Company,  who  supply 
the  Canterbury  Area,  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  low 
amount  of  temporary  and  permanent  hardness  as  reported 
by  the  Analyst  in  the  samples  of  water  submitted  to  him 
during  the  year. 

During  the  year  one  sample  of  the  water  as  supplied  b3’^ 
the  Water  Company  in  the  centre  of  the  Cit}^  was  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  at  the  Kent  Count}' 
Laboratory  at  Maidstone,  and  was  reported  as  follows  : — 
November,  1925. 

“ There  is  no  indication  of  any  dangerous  types  of 
organisms  being  present.” 

24  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis  to  the 
Public  Analyst. 

10  procured  from  the  ” Public  Supply  ” were  of  good 
quality. 

14  samples  procured  from  private  supplies.  Four  of 
these  was  reported  as  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Notices  in  each  case  were  served  upon  , the  ” Owner  ” of 
the  premises  to  provide  a proper  supply. 

Approximately  4%  of  the  houses  in  the  City  derive 
their  water  supply  from  private  pumps  and  wells.
